Dear Ms. Farkus, 

This letter responds to your February 7, 2019 California Public Records Act (“CPRA ) request to the 
Office of the Mayor of Los Angeles (“Office’') seeking “All emails and memos about the Los Angeles 
Teacher’s Strike that lasted from January 14-20, 2019” (“Request”). 

Enclosed, please find non-exempt records responsive to your Request. 

Please be advised that this Office will decline to produce any records that fall into any of the following, 
well-established exemptions to the CPRA: (i) records that are subject to attorney-client privilege and/or 
attorney work product doctrine; (ii) records whose disclosure would constitute an unwanted invasion of 
personal privacy, and may be withheld under Government Code §§ 6254(c), 6254.3, and/or 6254.20; 
(iii) records that constitute “personnel...or similar files,” and may be withheld pursuant to Government 
Code §6254(c); (iv) records pertaining to pending litigation in which the City of Los Angeles is a party; 
(v) records that are pre-decisional and advisory in nature and may be withheld pursuant to the 
deliberative process privilege pursuant to Government Code § 6255; and (vi) records for which the 
public interest served by withholding the records clearly outweighs the public interest served by 
disclosure, and may be withheld pursuant to Government Code § 6255.
